Report  of  Mold  Cottage  Hospital,  1926. 


To  be  able  to  close  the  accounts  with  a  credit  balance  at  the  end 
of  a  year  of  grave  industrial  difficulty,  is  something  of  an  achievement, 
and  the  first  purpose  of  this  Report  is  to  thank  very  gratefully  indeed, 
all  the  kind  friends  of  the  Hospital,  including  those  whose  names  are 
unrecorded  in  the  following  pages,  for  all  their  excellent  work  and  generous 
giving. 

How  real  this  help  has  been,  is  shown  in  the  receipts  from  Enter¬ 
tainments,  which  when  compared  with  1925,  have  increased  from  £86/18/5 
to  £136/5/7,  Special  Donations  have  gained  from  £38/9/8  to  £55/17/8,  and 
Hospital  Sunday  has  also  done  well. 

As  regards  Private  Subscriptions,  the  figures  appear  to  be  less,  but 
this  is  due,  to  the  whole  of  the  £40  cheque  from  Messrs.  Courtaulds,  now 
being  included  in  Collections  at  Works,  and  this  item  has  really  an  actual 
gain  of  £13/10/6. 

The  Committee  realise  that  a  very  la^ge  number  of  residents  in  the 
town  of  Mold  and  district,  have  not  hitherto  been  directly  asked1  to  give 
as  annual  subscribers,  and  hope  very  shortly  to  organise  an  appeal  for  moro 
help  to  this  steady  source  of  income. 

Especial  thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  Police  Force,  who 
organised  a  most  successful  Dance  in.  April,  to  all  the  workers  for  “Rose 
Day”  in  June,  to  Mr.  Schofield  for  the  proceeds  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
opening  of  the  Savoy  Picture  Palace,  to  the  Secretary  and  Stewards  at  the 
Football  Practice  Match,  to  the  Committee  of  the  Tryddyn  Carnival,  and 
to  Mr.  Ben  Davies  and  his  clever  Company  in  the  Bran  Tub  Revue. 

Among  the  Special  Donations,  comes  the  success,  once  again,  of 
“Pound  Day,”  with  its  splendid  workers  in  all  the  districts,  and  the  re¬ 
sulting  gifts,  which  varied  from  £1  notes  to  a  little  cake  bought  with  a 
treasured  penny  by  a  tiny  child,  and  which  have  made  such  a  real  difference 
to  Matron’s  housekeeping  accounts. 

The  actual  number  of  cases  treated  in  1926,  reaches  the  record  of 
297,  as  compared  with  247  in  1925,  but  of  these  only  106  were  received  as 
in-patients,  the  beds  being  occupied  for  1,705  days,  which  is  slightly  less 
than  in  the  previous  year. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  who  are  treated  free  of  cost,  a  privilege 
which  is  now  extended  to  the  dependants  of  regular  contributors,  the 
receipts  from  Patients’  Fees  have  fallen  over  50  %  since  1924.  The  cost 
per  patient  per  week  in  1926  was  £3/18/5. 
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It  is  with  great  regret  that  the  death  of  the  late  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Management  must  be  recorded. 

During  the  time  that  he  was  resident  at  Tower,  Dr.  Bradshaw  gave 
every  possible  help  to  the  Hospital,  and  his  expert  knowdedge  and  in¬ 
variable  kindness,  will  be  much  missed. 

1927  completes  fifty  years  of  the  vrork  of  the  Mold  Cottage  Hospital, 
and  this  seems  a  fitting  opportunity  to  make  an  especial  effort  to  bring 
the  building  and  equipment  thoroughly  up  to  date. 

A  strong  Committee  has  already  been  formed  for  this  purpose,  and 
the  same  sympathy  and  enthusiasm  which  raised  the  Building  Fund  of  1877, 
wrill  no  doubt  bring  full  success  to  the  Jubilee  Fund  of  half  a  century  later.
